1 About Federal Appoint- 
ments* 



Eorortiiig to tlie liypocriiicnl cry— 
"British Colum"bitv for British Cohun- 
■biaiis" — recently raised by n, certain 
clique Avbo fiud a convenient organ in 
a local print, "we liavo a few observa- 
tions to make respecting the sneaking 
petition dodge now being resorted to 
for the purpose of entrapping the peo- 
ple of the interior into unvritfcing en- 
dorsation of their nice little game. Re- 
garded as an alSstract thesis, there arc 
few who would not endorse the princi- 
ple of selecting British Columbiana to 
fillPedorol offices in British Cohunbia. 
Bat, at the same time, as wnw jjointod 
out in a former article, it may woll be 
conceded that,ltke most rules, this one 
has its exceptions. Few -would be dis- 
posed to be more jealous than cnu- 
solvoa of tlio riyhts ot British Cohini- 
binns in this respsct; but wo shouUl bo 
Boriy, indeed, to go the unrcasojiing 
and unpatriotic length of insisting 
that every Federal office shall absolute- 
ly be tilled by n, local man, ^villlOlltany 
regard to the interests of the puMic 
servico. It may ha2)pon that there arc 
oHices the duties of ^vhieh could only 
be well and ofilciently performed by 
one trained thereto; and surely Britisli 
Columbia will never boconio ho nn- 
grateful and extremely seltish a mem- 
ber ot the gi'eat Confederacy as to have 
no consideration wliatcYcr for the gen- 
eral good. 13ut lot ns see whoroiii the 
Federal Government Las so far devia- 
ted from this rule or principle as to 
justify all this tempest in a teapot. 
First of all, the Federal Government 
assuredly cannot be charged with turn- 
ing out those whom Ihiion found in 
office. In the second place, of the doz- 
en or so of appointments already 
made, there has only been a single de- 
viation from the rule; and although we 
should be extremely sorry to intimate 
that the appointment could not liavo 
well been made from the local bar, can- 
dor conii)els us to admit that the ap- 
pointment of Col. Gray met with very 
general acceptance, even at the hands 
of members of the profession in this 
Province. It was thought not undesir- 
able that new blood and experience 
should find a j^laco on the Bench. 
Even the position of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor was filled by a local man, al- 
though there were those who cpios- 
tioned the wisdom of the act — who 
thought the position should have been 
filled by some one wholly free from 
local party prejudices. In the third 
j)lace, of the eight or ten appoint- 
ments now made or about to be made, 
in one instance only has a divergence 
from the rule been deemed necessary ; 
and that is in the case of tho appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dupont to tho charge of 
the Internal Revenue Department. In 
regard to this case, we are told, and 
there seems to be no reason to doubt 
it, that only one educated to the work 
could, with any prospect of success, 
undertake the organization and proper 
management ol that important Depart- 
ment. A novice at it would not be 
able to bring the Pacific branch into 
harmony with the Department at Ot- 
tawa; and, besides, he would bo tho 
easy dupe of those who might set 
themselves to work to defraud tho re- 
venue. Ah! In alluding to this latter 
jjoiut, may it not be possible that we 
have uncouBciously touched a secret 
spring which has set in motion "a 
wheel within a -wheel ? " On a fonner 
occasion we showed how, somo two 
months ago, tho very organ tliut is now 
endeavoring to raise a storm about it, 
was actually a consenting party to the 
appointment. Consequently, one must 
bo excused for thinking the cry jiow 
raised a hypocritical one, used merely 
for the purpose of covering something 
intensely seltish — something that needs 
to be covered up from tho public eye. 
It is already known petitiouH are being 
fiecrotly circulated in the interior for 
tho purpoBO of getting the i)eople to 
help forward the aellisli little game of 
the clique. That these petitions should 
liaTO been put in circulation in this 
sneaking, clandestine way, ia prima 
facie evidence of guilt. Were tho 
ground felt to be tenable and the object 
a worthy one, would not the movement 
have been started publicly and above- 
board at Victoria ? ijut, no;thoy knew 
right well tiiat it wouldn't utaiul tho 
ligiit, — that if it was to Hucceoil at all 
it must bo by secrecy and stoaltli. It 
seems improbable that very many 
should be entrapped^mto signing such 
a petition under false pretenses; but 
even should they, tho efl'ect, under all 
the circumstances, would bo nil. Xf, a 
contoniporary on tho Mainland, in re- 
ferring to this petition dodge, justly 
remarks.— "The idea could pnly have 
occurred to a vulgar and indelicate 
mind, because, seeing liow much wo 
are indebted to the Dominion (roverii- 
ment, and how much -we have l)een iji- 
dulged in all jn-evious ajipointniontij, 
a petition of the kind would come 
from US with veiy bad grace. We 
trust that no one of our- re.speclahle 
citizens |will ^append his nanjo to 
such a discreditable document; as, when 
he leariis the purpose for wbicli it is 
got up, iiOAVOuld be very much asham- 
ed of himself." And, now, let us 
hope that wo havo heard tho last of 
this disroimtable trickery, which would 
disgrace even a TJiuted States Cou- 



Paoifio Railway Prospectus 

The Toronto G'loha publialies wliatiJur- 
port.i to bo (and there seems no'^eoaon to 
iloubt that it is) a copy of the Canadian 
Pacilic Kiiilwav prospectus, issued in 
London by Sir 11 ugh Allan. Tlio docu- 
mont, our Toronto contoniporaL'y says, 
wa.s marked "jirivato and ooatidontiul," 
and quietly .sent to a. select circle of capi- 
talists in London. It (tlio prospectus) 
sLts out with tho names of the Diroctors 
and a statement of the allotmont of the 
stock aniouf; the Provinces. Tlio extent 
of the railway ii' givuii as follows: 

It.s k'li^lh to ];utc Inlet, uno of tho 
points suggested as tho i'lii-iJii; lonuiiius, 
is niiloii. it leuytli to Port Essiiif,'- 

tou, another of those points, is Li,5U0 
miles. The branch to Lake Superior is 
estimated at 120 miles. Tho branch to 
I'enil)ina is ostiraatcd at G.'i miles. The 
Pailway is divided by tho cliartsr into 
.socticnis — Tliii Pastern Section, iiwnn Nip- 
isain^^' to tlio juiijlion with tin: Lako Su- 
perior braueli, TiSO iiiiloa; UioLiiko Sujior- 
ior Section, from Lako Superior to Port 
Garry rin Lake Superior branch, PIO 
miles; the Manitoba Section, being tho 
Pembina branch, 05 nulos; The Central 
Section, from Fort Gurry to (he foot of 
tho Pocky IMountains, 1,000; tlio Western 
Section, from tho Cent rid Section to the 
Pacili<', 5.j() miles.

Tlio 
totals for tlie various soetiuus of the 
trunk line aro aa follows; Lake Superior 
to Pod River (■tll> miles) , SKi, 910,1)01); 
lied Kiver to the Kockv Mountains (1000 
miles), 828,500,000; Itoekv :M.nintains to 
the Pacific (550 mites), vS:iO,UOO,000: the 
Pembina Branch (f')5 inilesi . sSl,575,0()0; 
Lake Nii)iBsing to Lake Superior Junc- 
tion (580 niih-s) , S2'2. 800, IIOO. The pro- 
posed ratio of p.vjionditure on tho Jiritisli 
Oohunbia section is as follows: In PS?:!, 
8250,000; in 187-i and 75, half a million 
refi])octivoly ; in 1870, one million; in 
1877-78- '79-'80, seven millions re.s])cctivo-

Thoy wore written at Camp Atha- 
basca, which i.s east of the summit of tho 
Eocky Mountains. Tho party had been 
ftt -work all winter and had found an ex- 
cellent lino for the railway. All hands 
were well. Tho weather hail heon 20 and 
30 degrees holow zero; snow from two to 
three feet deep; but only seven of tho 
pack animals had died. The Indians seem 
very friendly. Supiilies wore abundant. 
The party, at date of writing were, lux- 
uriating on monntarn sheep, the flnost 
mutton the writers had ever tasted. Nine 
of these nimblofooted deni/.ons of the 
mountain slones were killed in one day 
and tho supply promised to bo regular. 
Mr. Mohorloy'expeiited to start out on tho 
2 0th February, but whether he intended 
to return to the Pacitic or go on to tlie At- 
laa<ic 'vaa not stated.

The scenes w<M-o extremely exciting in 
the .Nidional .Vssi.'udily (.,'hamber pending 
thediscUHsion wliiidi resulted in tho depo- 
sition of Thiers, and th(> exaltation of Mc- 
Mahon t(5 tho Presidency. In the box 
were Sladame Thiers, the Prefect of the 
Deiiartmont of the .Seine and others, who 
wore gesticulating wildly; at one time thi; 
I'refecl was calleil to order for his enthu- 
siasm. The Diplomatic (!orps were re- 
l)reHent<'d. Lord Lyons, British Ambas- 
sador, was not present, being engaged in 
giving a dinner reception in honor of 
Qnoon Victoria's birthday. Mt^y cele- 
brated women of Napoleon's (3ourt, as 
well as of tho Eepublio, occaped oon- 
spiouous places. 
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China. 

The Pokin "Gazette" of the 2d 
of March, coutaiiiH a memorial from 
the Governor of Shantung, reporting 
the arrest of the murderer of Scii-ko- 
li'i-sin, whoijc name is familiar to for- 
eigners as Commaudtir of the Imjierial 
Army during tho campaign of 1860, 
luul as having tnkwi prisoners Sir 
Harry I'arkes and liis companions, in 
September of that year. 

The Corean Assembly have, as usual, 
started for Pekin, to present the King 
of Corea'a complimonts and reupecta, 
as vasBal, to the Emperor of China, at 
New Year time. 

Tho Great Northern Telograpli Com- 
pany have been erecting in Amoy a 
short telegrapli lino between their 
olfico and the Amoricaii Consulate. 
Their idea was to give the Chinese au- 
ttori',;ies a practical illustration of the' 
working and value of the telegraphic 
system, aiul at the same time jiave the 
way for its further irtroduction into 
the country. They aecoidingly, when 
the line was completed, invited the 
Mandarins to visit their establisliment, 
and see for themselvee tho way in 
whicli messages were transmitted, etc. 
None of thom, liowever, would attend, 
!uid tho end lias been tliat tho whole 
thing has been pulled down. 

Business matters genor.%lly wear a 
dull aspect. 

Japan- 

C(nnijlaints are made invanotis parta 
of tho cuiintry against tho system of 
centralization. In addition to tho old 
familiiir English cry for "local self- 
govoriuuent," thoro is one raised tiiut 
the higii olHnials, in place of lieing na- 
tives of the localities they administer, 
are usually appointed from a distance, 
and aro aliki; unfamiliar with tiic wunla 
of tlio people and careless of public 
works; their chief anxieties being to 
to S([ueoze as much as possible, and go 
homo as soon as thoy can. 

The native ChristianB imprisoned in 
the Provinces of Owari have been 
released, n,ud are returning to their 
honies. 

Ill liltclii/.eii, tliere has been a rising 
of the priests anil fariuers against the 
CJovornineut, on account of tho taking 
down of theedictB against Christianity 
from the public notice boards. There 
has been a good deal of fighting, and 
at last ucccuints it was stiil going on; 
but there i:-; iu> doubt of tho Govern- 
ment putting the, insurgents down 
with a strong liand. 

Japanese justice of the old-fashion- 
ed sort has been dealt out to the 
ringleaders of tlie lato insurrection in 
TsurugaKen, in tho Province of Yecli- 
izou. During llu; iirst week of this 
mouth sovcu men were e.toculod. Two 
were priests, three farmers and one a 
merchant. Tho priests and the farmers 
were beheaded, and tho merchant was 
hung. 

Among tlio numorous classes of 
people who liavo boon thrown out of 
oniploymont by tho adoption of Euro- 
l^ean customs aro tlio (Kunjutz-uo- 
Shise) fenciug maators. 

One of the most serious fires which 
has liappoiiod of lato yoar.s in Yoka- 
hama, broko out on tlin night ol tho 
22n(l March, in tho initivo town, at a 
carpenter's shop in tho .\ioiicho, two 
iloofH from tho largo hotel known as 
tho Tfiizen, nud raged for a space of 
four hours, Bweopiiig away no fewer 
than 1,500 houses, clearing nearly forty- 
four acres' of ground, and roiidoring 
r),fi7"2 men, women and (.diildrcn liouso- 
IcBs and beggars, and, it in believed, 
causin"; tho loss of twenty-six livon. 

On the,. 24th ultimo, a \a,tgo liro 
broko 'out at 'Hakodate, which dostioy- 
od about one-fourth of the native town. 
Seven lives wore lost. 

On tho ovoniiig of tho '2i)th ultimo, 
a fire broko out in tho Tonchin-baHhi- 
(Jgri, Osaka, which aoou overpoworod 



the (ittoinptH of tho hatlvo fireiiioii to 
master it, and swept away cveiythiug 
from tho spot at which it comiiionced 
as far as the Kori-bnshi — clearing a 
denBoly-populatcd area iroro than 
double the size of the spiico (.-loarod by 
tho r(!cont liro at Benton. Tho lire, 
of which alarm was Iirst given id. 10 
p. M., raged till 1) a. m. next day, when 
it was chocked. The spot is about a 
a mile distant from the Foreign Con- 
co.ssion, and a railo and a half from tho 
Mint. Tho loss of life, it is feared, 
was groat. 

On tho -Ith, a firo l)roko out al Kana- 
gawn, which 1 )urned till tho next morn- 
ing. (Jonsideral)iy over a hundred 
houses wore destioyed. 

On the lotli, at ton minutes to 
twelve, two vi(dent slifu-k;; (d' carlh- 
quako, precodotl by minor jigilations, 
wore oxperiencod,' The slioeks were 
the most violent experienced within tho 
last four vears.
